fters. For his ufual Auditory is moft 
‘part Female; andas many Sifters flock . 
to him, as at Pzr7s on Saint Marg a- 
|} ret’s Day, when all come to Church 
that are, or hope to be'with Child that 
|Year. He divides his Text as he did 
|the Kingdom, makes one part. fight 
againft another: or as Burges divides 
the Dean of Paui’s Houfe, not into 
Parts but Tenements; that is, fo as 
twill yield moft Money. And proper- 
ly they are Tenements; for each part 
muft be dwelt upon, though himfelf 
comes near it but once a Quarter; and 
fo his Text is rather let out than Divi- 
dec. 
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ded. Yet fometimes (to fhew his Skill 
in Keckerman) he Butchers a 'Yext, 
cuts it ( juftas the Leuzte did his Con- 
cubine) into many dead Parts, break-

But you needed net have ftrain- 
ed fo hard, for this will ferve you to 
no purpofe, but to ‘prove that which 
was never denied by the King him/elf; 
for if you had not a much worfe Me. 
mory than Men of your Condition 
fhould have, you could not fo foon 
have forgotten, that immediately after 
the reading of that Charge, the King 
demanded of your HighCourt, dy what 
Law they could fit to judge him; (as 
offering to fubmit_ if they could pro- 
duce any,) but then Silence ‘or Inte- 
Tuption were thought the beft ways of 
contefling ‘there was no fuch thing: - 
And when he undertook’ to fhew them 
both Law and Reafon too, why they 
could not do it, the Righteous Prefi- 
dent told him plainly, He mf? have. 
neither Law nor Reafonw 3 which was 
Certainly (as you have it very finely 
the moft comprehenfive, impartial, and 
&lorious piece of Suftice that ever was 
played on the Theater of England ; for 
what could any Court do more than 


rather condemn. itfelf than injure 
‘Truth. . ‘ 


But 
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But you had better have left this 
whole Bufinefs of the Law out of your 
Appeal to all Rational Men, who can 
make no ufe of it, but againft your felf: 
‘For if the Law be above the King, 
‘Much. more is it above the Subject. 
| And if it be fo heinious a Crime ina 
| King to endeavour to fet himfelf above 
| Law, it is much more heinous for Sub- 
_je&s to fet themfelves above King and 
Law both... Thus, like right Mounte- 
banks, you are tain to. Wound and 
Poyfon yourfelves to cheat others, who 
‘cannot but wonder at the Confidence of 
your Impofture, that are not afham’d 
to. magnify the Power of the Law, 
while you-violate it; and contef{s you i: 
‘et your felves really above theLaw, to : 
Condemn the King for but intending

for thefe Words were not Je/t out, but 
rendred with more Sence, (which the 
Commonalty have) and, if you confi- 
der what they relate to, (Cuftoms) you 
will find you cannot, without open 
Injury, interpret, Elegeret, (in the La~ 
tin Oath) Shall Choofz, not, Hath Cho- 
few; for if you will have Con/uetudi- 
nes guas vulgas elegerit, to mean, 
Cuftoms, which are to be not only 
Uje, which mutt be’ often repeated be- 
fore it become a Cuftom, but, Choice, 
which neceflarily preceeds Ue. 

But fuppofé it were as you would 
have it, lcapnot fee with what Rea- 
fon you can ‘prefume it to be a Defign 
to fubvert the Laws, firce you know 
he had fworn to defend them before, 
in the firft Article of the Oath, from 
which I wonder how you can fup- | 
pofe, that fo Wife a Prince (as you ac- 
knowledge him to be) could be fo itra- | 
tional'to believe himfelf abfolute by 
thisOmiffion. But you are not with- 
out further Contradiétion yet, for if he 
were fo perfidious a Violator of Oaths 
as you would have the Werld believe, 

what 
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iwhat reafon had he to be confcientious 
of taking them? Certainly he hath 
little caufe to be nice what Oaths he 
jtakes, that hath no regard what Oaths 
the breaks, 
| Nor can I poffibly underftand your 
other Conftruction of his refufal to take 
|the Oath, as his Predeceffors had done, 
which you will havea defign to refufe 
his Affent to fuch good Laws, rather 
‘than bad Ones, as the Parliament 
fhould tender ; for befides the abfurd 
Conceits, that he muft ftill like the bad 
better than the good, if you confider 
what you fay afterwards, the charita- 
ble fence will appear, by your own 
| Words, to be the trueft; for you con. 
‘fefS he gave his affent toany bad one, 
-elfe you had not been fain, for want of 
Much, to accufe him of a few good ones, 
as you do there; which of thefe is 
moft probable, let every rational Chri- 
ftian judge. 

Your next Argument to prove the 
King’s defign to, deftroy the Law; is 
thus ordered : Thofé Knightsthat were 
by an old Statute to attend at the King’s 
Coronation, being promifed by his Pres 

clamation 
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clamation (in regard of the Infection 
then fpread through the Kingdom) a 
Difpenfation for their abfence, . were 
after Fined at the Council Table ; no 
doubt by the procurement of fome of 
your own Tribe, where they pleading 
the Proclamation for their Indemnity, 
were an{fwered, That the Law of the 
Land was above any Proclamation: 
Your:Conclufions therefore, The King 
had a Defign-to fubvert the Laws : Sure 


there issno Man in his Wits but would © 


conclude the contrary’; {uch Arguments 
as thefe are much likethe Ropes that 
Oaenus twifted only ter Affes to de- 
your. | 
But if this fhould: fail, you know 
you were provided with another, not 
lefS fubftantial, and that is, his alte- 
ration of the Judges Commiffions, who 
heretofore had their Places granted to 
them during their good Behaviour, but 
he made them but during Pleafure; of 
this you make a fad Bufinefs of a very 
imaginary evil Confequence; but if 
you had confidered before, what you 
day prefently after, that the King, and 
mot the Judges, .1s to be oats

whofe Condition and Lofs you are very 
fenfible, as if they had too hard a Bar- 
gain of Anjuftice, believe they may 
have .reafon. enough to give unjuit 
Judgment, rather than lofe. their Pla- 
ces and. their Money too, if they {hall 
receive fuch Intimation from the King. 
But you forget your felf when you put 
this in your Appeal to, all Rational 
Men ; for they will tell you this was 
a bold Affront done to your High Court 
of Juftice ; for if it were potential

Pyranny 
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Tyranny (as you will have it) in the 
King, to have but a Defign to indure 
the Judges to give Sentence againft the 
Law, which you fay brings fhe People 
the next ftep to Slavery ; What is it 
in thofe who prefume to give Sentence 
themfelves, not only contrary to Law, 
but the declared Opinion of all the 
Judges, and thofe of their choofing 
too ? And (I befeech you) whither, by 
vour own Dodrine, does this: bring the 
People that fubmit to it?‘Certainly, 
it you that can accufe’ the King of 
this, had been a Jew ‘heretofore, you 
would not only have ftoned your Fel- 
fows, but your Saviour too. 

But if all your Arguments fhould 
mifcarry, you have a Referve left that 
does (as you fay) irrefragably prove 
the Defign ; what’s that? he is reftlefs 
to deftroy Parliaments, or make them 
ufelefs, Believe me, this is right Iy- 
notum per ignotius, excellent Conte- 
quence to prove his Defign by his De- 
fires ; you fhould have proved his De- 
fires “firft, (if you would prove “his 
Thoughts by his Thoughts) for cer- 
tainly if ever he defigned it, he defired

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it firft.' | Youvhad better have con 


déd plainly he did it, becaute he de! 
edit, for ‘that.is all one*in Senfe > But 
if I might ‘be but half fo bold with 
‘your Defigns, I fhould, with more Rea- 
fon, guels you have one to make us be- 
llieve your familiar Acquaintance with 
the tecret'Counfels of God, (which you 
fo often pretended to) elfe certainly he 
has given the Defires of Men fo private 
|4 Lodging, that without his own Dit- 
covery, (which you can give us no Ac- 
count of ) you have no other way to 
‘know them. “You do well, and if 
nay advifé you, you fhall give over 
this unlucky thing called Reafon, and 
betake your felf wholly to Revelations. 
How thefe Arguments might prevail 
with your High Court of Juitice f can- 
not tell; but, in my Opinion, they had 
little Reafon to thank you for this laft, 
for while you make the King a Tray-° 
tor, and prove his meer Delfire to de- 
{troy the Parliament, or make it ufe- 
lefs, a purpofe to fubvert the Laws, 
you do but tell them what they are 
that have already done it; andthe 
People, what a deal of Law they ate 
H 2 to 
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to expect hereafter. All youcan juftlyjin 
your own Senfe, accufe the King of, is but. 
Dilcontinuance, or untimelyDiffolution 
of Parliaments, which I wonder with 
what Senfé you can interpret a Defign to 
deftroy the Parliaments, fince all the 
World knows when he parted with his 
Power to diffolve the Parliament too. 
But fee how doubly unjuft you are; 
you accufe him for not calling Parlia- 
ments {o.often as he was: bound todo 
by the Law, once.a Year, (as you fay) 
or.oftner, but never confider how that 
is impoflible to be done, without dif 
folving them as often, for doing which, 
notwithftanding,with fo much Clamor, 
you condemn him. ‘Thus you charge 
him with Inconfiftencies, and may with 
much more Reafon accufe him for cal- 
Jing Parliaments, becaufe if he had 
not; called them, he could never have 
+ diffolved them, which is very like your 
way of Argument. 

But much better than you commonly 
ule for your next, (to remove an Ob- 
jection out of your way) is thus ma- 
naged.: ‘The King, andnot the Judges 
and evil Counfellors, ought to be ac- 
countable 
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countable for the Male Adminiftrati- 


ons, Injuftices, and Oppreffions of, the 
‘Parliament, your Reafons are, Becaute 


he made fuch wicked and corrupt 


-Jadges: Were they not his own Crea-. 


tures? and ought not every Man to be 


wanes 3 
accountable for the Work of his own 


Hands? ‘Believe me, this were fome- 


thing, if you could prove he made 


them wicked, aswell as Judges. But 
if this Plea hold, “you*have’ argued 
well tor your honourable Clients, the 


| People; for if they made the King, as 


you fay they did, -you. have cleared. 
him of -ali-fuch horrid Crimes, Mur- 
ders, and Maffacres, which. you take 
fo much pains, to, no purpofe, to ac- 
cufe-him of; and, likea right Man of 
Law,. have undone your Clients, upon 
whofe Score you fet them.’ Your next 
Bufinefs will be to prove God guilty of 
the Sins of wicked’ Men, for they are 
his Creatures, and the Work of his 
own Hands, I take it. But this 1s 
your perpetual Method of doing him 
Right, to make him fole Author and 
Owner of all his ill ordered or unhap- 
py A€ions, and not allow him a 
H 3 {hare 
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fhare im any good Deed or Ac&t of 
Grace. 

And thefe are the Fundamentals of 
the Charge, only Suppofitions of In- 
tentions and Defigns,. which how ¢ar 
you have proved juft or profitable, let 
any Man but your felf judge. The 
Courfe you take afterwards, is much 
worfe, in my Opinion, for you make 
your own Grounds, and.either. not 
‘Prove themat all, or (which is worfe) 
prove them upon their own Bottom, 
as when you take upon you to ftate: 
the Ground of your Wars, and prove 
the King to be the Caufe of it, you do 
at thus: | | rt 

The King (you fay ) fet up his Stan- 
dard.of War for the Advancement and 
Upholding of his Perfonal Intereft, 
Power, and pretended. Prerogative, a- 
gainft the publick Intereft of common 
Right, Peace, and Safety. . How do 
you prove this? Becaufe he fought for 
the: Militia, for a: Power to call and 
diffolve Parliaments, a negative Voice 
to make Judges, conier Honours, grant 
Pardons, make Corporations, inhance 
or debafe Money, and avoid his own 
Grants. 
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Grants, Thefe you call his Perlonal 
Intereft, Power, and Prerogative, which 
you fay he fought for: Now, put the 
Pofition and Proof together, and tee 
twhat Senfe it will make ; truly. none 
but this: That he made War for his 
| Prerogative, becaufe he fought tor hi 

Prerogative: Is not this fine Logick 

but fuppofe it were Senfe, how do you 

prove he fought for his Prerogative 3 

ta this you have not one Word to fay ; 

and. why then: fhould weather taxe 
rour Word.than the King’s, who pro- 

' tefted he took Arms in Detence of the 
Proteftant Religion, the Liberty of the 
Subject, the Privileges of Parliament, 
and Laws of England? Certainly there. 
is no Man in his Wits, but would ra- 
ther believe his Words, than your Ar- 
guments, if he does but contider that 
the moft improbable part of all, (he 
protefted to fight for the Defence of 
the Privileges of Parliament,) is found 
by Experience to be no Paradox: How 
true the reft is Time will inftruct you. . 
But yet 1 cannot fee why we fhould 
not rather believe them, than the pre- 
tences of the Parliament, which were yi 

H4 more \. 
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more to fight in Defence of his Perfon, 
and their own Privileges, which how 
they have performed, your felf can 
tell; but all this while you miftake 
your own Queftion, which was fot 
theright ofthe Caufe, but the Caufe, or. 
(as you have it) the Occafion ‘of’ the’ 
War; and if you had a purpofe’ to 
know that, A@ions had been the only 
Guide of your Inquiry; for Intentions 
and Words are uncertain, and if they 
make no Affaults in private Quarrels, 
Tknow not why they fhould in publiék; 
and therefore, fince we can never agree 
about the Truth of more remote Cau- 
fes, ’tis moft juft for us to place. the 
~aute of the War, where wé find the 
firft Breach ‘of’ the Peace. “Now, that 
the King was cleared of this, all indif. 
ferent Men, who had the Unhappinefs 
to be acquainted with the Method of 
their own Undoing, can very. well te- 
ftity. And if the Parliament fhould 
deny it, their own Votes. would con- 
tradi@ them, as well as their AGions ; 
tor when they firft raifed Horfe and 
Arms, they pretended to do fo, becaufe 
it appeared, the King, feduced by 
wicked 


wicked Counfél, intended to make 


War againit the Parliament ; whereby 
they contefs he had-not then done’ it, 


and they had fo little Ground to make 
it appear he ever would, that they 


were fain to ufurp the Right of his 
Caufe, to juftify their own; and, 
they fay, took Arms for the Detence 


of ‘the King; which, if: we grant, 
'it muft follow, they firft made War 


| againft him ; for no body elfe ever did, 
| againft’ whom they could poflibly De- 


fend him; nor did their Aétions, in 


_ offering the firft Violence, lefs declare: 
who began the War, when having an 
_ Army ready to invade-him, -betore he 

fet up his Standard, they both tollow- 


ed and fet upon him, as they did at 


| Edze-Hill, Goasfarasyoucan, you: 


will till find the Scots (whofe Quarrel 
the Parliament took up at the fecond 
Hand, as well as they followed their 
Examples) were the firft Beginners of 
all. } 

This being granted, how the King 
could afterwards do lefs than he did, 
I cannot underftand: Firft he’ was 
bound bythe Law of Nature (which 
H 5 you 
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you fay 1s Legiflative, and hath a fu. 
ipenfive Power over all humane Laws) 
to defend himfelf. Secondly, By his 
Coronation-Oath, which he took to 
keep the Peace... And:how could he do 
that, but by his raifing Pewer to fup- 
prefs thofe who had already broken it ? 
thirdly, By the Laws of the Land, 
which, you fay, trufted him with the 
Power of the Sword; And how could 
he preferve that Truft, if he had fate 
ftull, and fuffered, others, not only te 
take 1t from him, but to ufe it againtt 
ham? tit; 

But it 1s moft probable that he never 
urtended it, elfehe was very unwife to 
let: them be before-hand with him, in 
teizing upon his. Caftles, Magazines, 
and Ships; tor which-there can be no 
Realonimagin’d, but that he was loath 
to give them any Oceafion (in feeuring: 
them) to fufpe& he did but intend a 
War.- And by all this, I doubt not but 
it appears plain enough to all Rational 
Men, that he was fo tar from being the 
Cauleof the War, that he rather fell 
into it by avoiding it; and that he 
avoided it fo long, till he was fain to 

fake 
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take Arms at fo great a Difadvantage, 
ashe had almoft as good have fate 
ftill and Suffered. And in this you 
have ufed the King with the fame Ju- 
ftice the Chriftians receivedtrom Nevo, 
who having fet Rome on fire himfelt, 
a Sacrifice to his own wicked Genius, 
laid the Odiumof it on the Chriftians, 
and put them to Death for it. 

But this way you found too fair and 
open for your purpofe, and theretore 
declined it ; for having proved his In- 
tentions by his Defires, and his Actions 
by his Intentions, you attempt a more 
prepofterous way yet to prove both, 
by what might have been his Intenti- 
ons: And to this purpofe you have the 
Confidence (in {pight of Senfe) to make 
Contingencies the final Caufe of things; 
and impolitick Accidental, poflible In- 
conveniences (which all the Wit of Man 
can never avoid ) the intended Reafons 
of State. As when you will have the 
King fight for the Militia, only to 
command the Purfé of the People; for 
a Power to make Judges, only to wreit 
the Laws; to grant Pardons, that pub- 
lick Spirited Men. (as you call them) 


pA 
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may be madeaway, and the Murderers 
pardon’d, Cyc¢.. All whieh being Creas 
turesof your own Fancy and Malice, 
(and no part of his Quarrel,) you are 
io far from proving he fought for, that 
when you have ftrained: your Ability, 
all you can fay, is but this, in- your 
own Senfe, That-he fought for a Power 
to do that which he never would.do 
when it was in his Power: But if you 
take this Liberty, I cannot but think 
how you would beftir yourfelf, if you 
could but get your God, as you have 
cone your King, before fuch an'impart 
tral High Court of Juftice. as this ! 
how would you charge’ him with his 
Milgovernment in Nature, for which, 
by the very fame Logick, you may 
prove he made us all Slaves, in cau- 
fing the Weaker to hold. his Life atithe 
Pleature of the Stronger); that he fet 
up a Sun to dazleour Eyes, that we 
might not fee; and to kindle Fevers 
in our Veins, made Fire to burn us 5 
Water to drowr us,’ and Air to poyfon 
us, and then demand Juftice againtt 
him; all which you may eafily do, 
now you have the Trick on’t, ‘for the 
very 
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very farneReafon will ferve'again, and 
with much more Probability; for ’tis 


‘eafier to prove, that Men have been

‘Plague, than to make it appear the 


{ King everufed your finer Device to re- 


move publiek Spirited Men; or can 
you, without extreme Injuftice, fup- 


pofe he ever would? for ’tis fo much 


_as very well known, he highly favour- 
| ed and advanced his greateft Oppofers, 


- crop their Ears, 


(tor fuch you mean, I: know) whom 
he found Owners of any eminent De- 
fert;as he did the Earl of Strafford, 
and the Attorney’ General Moy, (and 
for other honeft Men, as you will have 


them) whom Frenzy or Sedition fet 


again{t him, by your own Confefiion ; 
he did not fuffer thofe black Stars (very 
firange ones) to flit their Nofes, “and 

But now I think thefe honeft publick 
Spirited Men, certainly fome of them 
have not. fo good an Opinion of the 
Honefty of your publick Proceedings, 
but they would willingly venture, not 
only their Ears again, (it they had 
them) but their Heads too, in defiance 


of 
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of your moft compreheufive, piece of 
Juftce, whofe Cauie, while you take 
upon you to plead, againit their Con- 
fent, as you have done your honoura- 
ble Clients, the. People; you deferve 
in-Reafon to be thrown over the Bar, 
by yeur own Party fer you but confefs 
your own Injuftice, while you acknow- 
Jedge the publick Honefty of thofe that 
moit oppofle it. | 

How folid or pertinent thofe Argus 
ments of yours have been, let any Man 
that is fober, judge.: But you are re. 
folved, rightor wrong, they fhall:pafs.; 
to let us know’ how eafily he that has 
the Unhappinefs to be judged by his 
Enemies is found guilty of any thing 
they pleafe to lay to his Charge; and 
theretore, fatisfied with your own Es 
vidence, you: proceed to Sentence, and 
condemn the King with much Forma~- 
lity, by the Fundamental Laws of this 
Kingdom, by the general Law of all 
Nations, and the unanimous Confent 
of alb Rational Men in the World, for 
imploying the Power of theSword to 
the Deftruction of the People, with 
which they intrufted him for theirown 
Pro- 
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Protection. How you got the Confent 
of Rational Men to this Sentence, I 
Icanaot imagine; for *tis. moft cer- 
tain (by your own Conteflion ) that 
he never imployed the Sword, but a- 
igain{t thofe who firft fought to deprive 
Ihinvof it; andby that very A&, des 
ielared they did not truft-him, andcon~

mains fix: Nor is there more Juftice 
or Reafon in the Sentence, than in the 
Courfe you: take to uphold it; for 
while you deny theold Maxim of Law, 
That the King can dono Wrong, you 
maintain a new one much worle, That 
he may fuffer any; and having limited 
this Power to aé& only according to 
Law, expofe him to Suffer, not only 
without, butagainft Law: Truly it 
is hard Meafure, but, rather than. tail 
of your Purpofe, -you will make ‘as 
bold with Scripture as you have done 
with Reafon, if it ftand in your way;

was {pilt, either by Rome, Heathen or 
Antichriftian; for grant that partly to 
be true, and.confefs as:much Proteftant 
Blood as ever was.fpilt by the Heathen 
Romans, unlefs they could kill. Prote- 
fiants eight hundred Years before there 
were any in the World; which elo- 
quent 
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quent piece of Nonfenfe we muft im- 
pute to your Ignorance in Chronology, 

or Confufion “of Notion, which vou 
pleafe.. Nor are thofe Riddles of Con- 
tradiction only in your Words, butin 
the whole Courfe of your Proceedings, 
for you never do the King any Right, 
but where you. do him the greateft 
Wrong ; and are. there only Rational, 
where you are, moft inhuman 5 as in 
your. additional Accufations, fince his 


Death, for there you. undertake to 


prove fomething, and give your Rea- 
fons (fuch as they dreyto make it aps 
peary which were fair Play, if you 
donot. take an Advantage too unreafos 
nable, to. argue. with the Dead. But 
your other impeachinents coalit only 
of Generals, prove nothing, or Inten- 
tions, which can never be proved, or 
your own forced Conftru€tions. of Acti- 
ons, or. what might have been / CLions, 
ut never were 4 all which you only 
ageravate with dmpertinency and toul 
Language,, but. never undertake to 
prove, and it we {hould grant all you 
winless fay, and fuppofe you faid it in 
enfe or order, it would ferve you to ho 


pur pote, 
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purpofe, unlef$ you have, by Proof or 
Argument, applied it to him, which 
you never went about ‘to do. 
“. But if this were the Wworft, you 
might ‘be born’with, as a thing mote 
becoming the Contempt, than the An- 
ger ot’ Men; but who can preferve any 
Patience, that doés’ but think upon 
that Prodigy of your Injuftice, as well 
as Inhumanity, ‘to accufe the King, af 
ter his: Death, of whatyou were a 
{hamed to'charge him with, when a- 
live? For what you fay concerning 
the Death of King Fames, you will 
become the Scorn of your’ own Party, 
tor they never ufed it farther than they 
found: it of advantageto fome Defign 
they had in Hand; as when they 
would move the King to: grant theit ” 
Propofitions, they made it ferve foran . 
Argument to him; if he would Sign, 
he fhould be ftill their Gracrous King, 
it not, he killed his Father. But when 
they found he would not bé convinced 
with fuch'Logick, they laid it utterly 
afide, for (without doubt) they had 
not Joft an Advantage fo ufeful as they 
might have made it in the Charge, ot 
they 
v 


they not knewn it, would have cof 
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| them more Impudence to maintain, 


_ than they fhould need to ufe in pro- 


| ceeding without it; but Jet us confi- 


~ der your,Student’s Might, with which 


you firft fay you are fatisfied, and yet 
after have it asa Riddle. Firft, he 
was obferved to hate the Duke, but in- 
{tantly, upon the Death of King Fames, 
took him into his fpecial Grace and 
Favour, of which you conceive this 
Art muft be the Caufe. “Belieye ne, 
your Conjecture is contrary to all Ex. 
petience, and thé common manner. of 
Princes, who ufe to love the Treafon, 
but hate the Traytor; and if he had 
been fo politick a Tyrant, as you would 
defcribe him, he would never believe 
his Life fafe, nor his Kingdom his 
own, while any Man lived, (much lefé 
his Enemy, whom fuch a King would 
never truft) of whofe Gift and Secref; 

he held them both; nor is it likely 
that he, who would not {pare the Life 
of his Father to gaina Kingdom, 
thould fpare the Lite of his Enemy to 
fecure it. As for his diffolving the Par- 
liament, I believe not only all Wife 
Men, 
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Men, but all that ever heard of this, 
will acquit him, whether he did it to 
avoid the Duke’s Impeachment, you 
cannot prove; but it you could, you 
muft confide, that in fuch Cafes, Prins 
cesmay as well prote& their Favourites 
from Injury as Juftice, fince no Inno- 
cence can ferve them, if they lie as 
open tothe Queftion, as they do to the 
Envy of Men. 

But for, the better Satisfaction of 
thofe you appeal to, ‘I fhall add this ; 
It is moft certain, that this Humour of 
{Innovation began to ftir in ‘the firft 
Parliament of this King, and grow to 
an Itch in the Commons.tor the Altera- 
tion of Government ; to which end, 
they firft refolved to pull down the 
chief Inftrument thereof, the Duke of 
Buckingham: But having then no 
Scotch Army, nor A& of Continuance, 
to affure their Sitting, all the Wit of 
Malice could never. invent mote poli- 
tick Courfe than to Impeach him, and 
put this Article (true or falfe) into his 
Charge ; for thus they were not only 
fure of the AffeGions of the People,
